SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the video slick entitled Intimate Knockouts as: 
Objectionable. 

This decision is due to the video slick’s degrading elements. These factors are 
intensified by the small size of the publication, and its visual nature as advertising 
material. 

The video slick degrades and dehumanises the women shown on the slick by focusing 
on vaginal fisting (the insertion of a hand in a woman’s vagina) and the multiple 
penetration of women including simultaneous fellatio and vaginal fisting. The women 
are presented as sexual objects, and a collection of orifices to be penetrated. Violent 
language, such as “orgasm blow by blow” and “hit by the fist” also degrade the women 
by presenting them as worthy of being treated violently. 

In making this decision, the Classification Office has considered the right of freedom 
of expression enshrined in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, the 
Classification Office considers that the likely injury to the public good that could be 
caused by the availability of the publication outweighs the right to freedom of 
expression. 
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
